Highland Park - If you needed to replace lots of burned out bulbs in a sign perched high atop a building, 
Carl Haney is probably not the first person that would come to mind. The 56-year-old Montecito Heights 
man is a Japanese antiques dealer - not an electrician or a commercial sign expert. But Haney is not 
afraid of a challenge - or heights - and is a fan of the historic Highland Theatre sign on Figueroa Street. 
So when he became aware that many of the sign’s bulbs needed to be replaced, he agreed to do the job 
as a favor to residents who helped restore and maintain the old sign. “The sign looked tacky when it had 
bulbs burned out,” said Haney. 

In 2011, Haney took photos from the theater rooftop when the sign was relighted, so he was familiar with 
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the structure and its lofty locale atop the 1924 movie house. Haney returned to the movie theater roof 
last month along with assistant Manuel Lara to replace the broken green and white bulbs. They strapped 
two trash bags to their belts, one bag contained new bulbs and the other was to collect the burned out 
bulbs. “I thought it would be fun because I like climbing,” Lara said. 

The two men did not use harnesses, they simply grabbed a hold of the sign’s steel framework while they 
worked. It took Haney and Lara two days to replace about 140 of the sign’s 502 bulbs. They also 
changed the bulbs of the Manning’s Coffee Store sign across the street. 

The most challenging part of the job was changing the bulbs in the “H” and the “D,” which extend 
beyond the sign’s metal framework. “You are kind of hanging out over everything,” Haney said."With one 
hand we are holding on, with the other we were holding the bulbs.” 

“It’s not really that bad up there,” said Haney, and the view is “great.”

Like it? Tweet it! SHARE IT! 

As those who’ve read C.S. Lewis’ “The Chronicles of Narnia” well know, Aslan is the mighty golden lion 
whose existence is central to the theme of the series of books. Filled with fantastical creatures, 
witchcraft, apocalyptic battles between good and evil, redemption and resurrection, the seven-book 
series is a wonderful treat for Halloween and the rest of the holiday season. 

But even those of you who’ve already read “The Chronicles” might not be aware that the word “aslan” 
actually means lion in Armenian and Turkish, a fact that we were made aware of on our first visit to a 
little catering, take-out and barely eat-in storefront in Eagle Rock called Aslan Catering, which is run by a 
family whose surname is Aslan and whose logo is a stately lion. 

Aslan Catering, it appears, has been in business for over a quarter-century, celebrating its 25th 
anniversary in 2013. But only for the past year and a half has it occupied the storefront on the south side 
of Colorado Boulevard in front of Eagle Rock Plaza. The site’s primary purpose has been as a 
professional kitchen for its catering business, so most of the interior consists of stainless steel 
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appliances and countertops, with boxes, aluminum trays and plastic containers piled high upon shelves. 
Only two round tables with a total of eight chairs share the small space between the kitchen and the 
front door. 

I only discovered Aslan because of my obsessive attention to the restaurant bargains found on Living 
Social, Blackboard Eats, Amazon Local and the like. Groupon (one of my faves for great deals) had a 
half-price offer from Aslan for a “Vegetarian Delight” family-style platter which would normally cost $30 
and included enough hummus, mutabal (eggplant dip), cabbage salad, taboule, sarma (stuffed grape 
leaves), pickled vegetables, rice and pita to feed at least four. I’m a sucker for Middle Eastern dips, and 
they had me at hummus. 

I presumed, at first, that Aslan Catering was dedicated solely to carry-out and large orders. Their 
website’s information indicated that the company, founded in 1988 in Hollywood by the Aslan family, 
originally provided food for weddings and baptisms, expanding to festivals, celebrations and parties 
throughout the Los Angeles area. But the site also included a take-out menu with dips, sandwiches, 
salads and platters in portions obviously meant for individual consumption. 

So, a bit of minor Googling (thanks, Yelpers) was all it took to find out that people were actually eating 
on the premises and, when I went over to Eagle Rock to pick up my “Vegetarian Delight,” I went hungry 
and took a friend. 

Once we were there, we managed to snag one of the two tables. It didn’t take us long to make up our 
minds to share a filet mignon kabob platter ($11) and a vegetarian combo ($8), the latter a miniature 
version of my larger take-out order minus the rice. 

Service was prompt, despite the arrival of another couple of eat-in diners and several carry-out folks, 
plus the obvious on-going preps for catering orders. We had been asked our preference for the beef (we 
ordered medium rare) and were pleased to discover that, indeed, it came to the table as ordered. Even 
better, the meat was as tender and tasty as promised on the menu. “Finest cut” — check! “Seasoned to 
perfection” — check. “Grilled over an open flame” — check. And the portion was more than adequate — 
two skewers of five charred and juicy chunks each, threaded between green pepper slices, on a bed of 
rice with seasoned grilled onions. 

The filet was served with hummus and cabbage salad, although, according to the menu, a 
Mediterranean salad of romaine and tomatoes was to have been on the plate instead. No matter, the 
cabbage, dressed with tangy lemon juice/olive oil vinaigrette, was fabulous and, since the vegetarian 
platter also came with hummus and cabbage salad, there was no need to divvy. 

But we did share the other items on the combo: three stuffed grape leaves filled with well-seasoned rice, 
taboule (coarsely chopped parsley, tomatoes, onion and a bit of bulgar wheat with a lovely lemony 
dressing) and a fabulous mutabal (grilled eggplant pureed with tahini, lemon juice and spices). I 
glommed all the spicy pickled veggies — in this instance flamingo-hued turnips, their color most likely 
caused by having been brined with a slice or two of beet. 

Although baklava (Aslan’s only dessert) is only $2, we had no room for it and, sadly, even had to forgo 
finishing up the generous helpings of hummus and mutabal. I left with three heavy bags containing my 
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pre-order which I was now assured would, indeed, be a delight. Aslan’s assertive seasoning of dips, 
salad and meat was much appreciated, since both of us have often been disappointed by the timid use 
of lemon, garlic and pepper in other Middle Eastern restaurants. 

Now that we’ve found Aslan Catering, we'll definitely be coming back for more filet and to try some of the 
other entrees (e.g. chicken breast kabob — $8, beef shawerma — $10, Greek salad — $6) plus, of 
course, the baklava. And if this Aslan (which is, according to the owners, expanding its in-house eating 
area to include another four or five tables) can’t promise eternal life (check out “The Chronicles”), it can 
at least make our earthly existence a happier one.

All candidates must verify stakeholder status by completing a candidate application form and providing 
appropriate identification (see empowerla.org/elections).

The Housing Committee met on Wednesday to address the loss of $18 million dollars of Federal funding 
for Community Based Development Organizations. Councilmember Cedillo directed the housing 
department to give a report on what are the alternative methods that are feasible to supplement the lost 
funding for many community based organization that provide much needed services. 

Paseo at Californian Apartments 

The City Council approved issuing up to $10.6 million dollars in tax-exempt, multi-family housing conduit 
revenue bond to finance the development of the Paseo at California Apartments Project. The project will 
be located at 1901 W. 6th Street and will provide 53 one to three bedroom multi-family apartments for 
very low and low income individuals.
